After Drinking Nearly a Quail 


of Whiskey, Julius Ripe 


Died 


That Julius Ripe, a farm hand on 
the ranch of E. A. Goiter of 
W est­ 
minster, died of 
suffocation, 
after 
having swallowed nearly a quart of 
whiskey within an hour, was brought 
out at the inquest held upon Ripe’s 
body by Coroner Smith this 
morn­ 
ing. 
The jury deferred bringing in 
its verdict until this afternoon, that 
It might be determined whether 
or 
not there was anything in the whis­ 
key. 
The ounce of w-hiskey remaining in 
the bottle 
was 
tested 
today 
for 
“ knock-out drops,” etc., and none was 
found. 
Ripe had been on the ranch about 
a month. 
Thursday Goiter’s foreman 
returned from Los Angeles, bringing 
a quart bottle of whiskey with him. 
From it he took a drink. 
Ripe got 
the bottle and went to his room, and 
within an hour’s time drank all but 
about an ounce of the whiskey. 
He was found dead, face down, his 
nostrils and mouth over his arm. The 
autopsy showed that the man died 
of suffocation.

He was found upon the 
steps of his residence at about 10.30 
o'clock by his daughter, Miss Kassa 
Bailey. 
Heart trouble was the cause 
of death. 
Dr. Bailey had not been feeling well 
for two or three weeks, and had been 
receiving treatment from a specialist 
in Ix)s Angeles. 
Last 
evening 
he 
went to the postoffice 
at 
about 
8 
o’clock, saying he would return in a 
short time. 
At about 9 o’clock he was 
at the corner of Six>.n and Main talk­ 
ing to William McKinney, the 
two 
having walked homeward Uiat far to­ 
gether. 
Miss Bailey arrived home from the 
theater at about 10:30 o’clock. 
She 
found Dr. Bailey's key in ihe door, 
which she though unusual. 
His hat 
was in the house. 
Miss Bailey went 
to her mother’s bedroom, and learned 
that her father had not returned. She 
went downstairs, and turned on the 
porchlights, and found 
Dr. 
Bailey 
dead upon Ihe steps of his office. 
Ben Riesland and Raul Pieper, who 
were passing, helped carry the body 
into the house. 
Physicians were call­ 
ed. 
They said life had been extinct 
for some time. 
The indications are mat Dr. Bailey 
on arriving home had an attack ot 
heart trouble and went outside on his 
oflice porch for cool air, and tnere 
died. 
Dr. Bailey came to Santa Ana about 
thirty-three yea$s ago and was Santa 
Ana’s pioneer physician. 
He was ac­ 
tive in many public enterprises. 
He 
was president of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, in 
which society he took a great interest. 
The funeral will be held from the 
residence at 2:30 o’clock next Mon­ 
day afternoon. 
Dr. Joseph Giffen Bailey -was a na­ 
tive of England. 
His parents moved 
to Canada when he was quite young. 
He graduated in medicine 
from the 
University of Toronto 
and 
McGill 
Medical College, Montreal, 
and 
in 
Europe. 
He came to Santa Ana from Port 
Huron. Mich., in 1876. 
He was baptized into the Baptist 
church in Toronto, and was a mem­ 
ber of Spurgeon’s Tabernacle, when 
ne lived in London. 
Dr. Bailey is survived by his wife, 
daughter of the late Rev. 
Hugh H. 
Willson and Mrs. Willson, of Sincoe, 
Can., and h:s daughter, Kassa V. M. 
Bailey, his sister, Mrs. Samuel Lukes 
of Toronto, and two brothers.

The government entered 
into the manufacture of cement for 
the dam nearly four years ago, 
be­ 
c a u se of inability to obiain cement at 
reasonable prices. 
The engineers of 
the reclamation servi e say the mill 
has saved ihe government more than 
$650,000. 
The plant has turned out 
330,000 barrels. 
The reservoir, created by the dam, 
is the largest artificial body of water 
u i the world. 
Its capacity* is 61.000,- 
000,000 cubic feet, and if its water 
were spread over Delaware it would 
cover the entire surface of the state a 
i foot in depth. 
The dam is 280 feet high, 180 feet 
i long on top, and contains 36,000 yards 
of masonry. 
A movement has gained headway to 
have former President Roosevelt open 
the dam on October 27, his birthday. 
When completed the dam will cost 
$8,000,000. 
It will 
irrigate 
240,000 
! acres, and it is estimated 
that 
the 
i crops of a single season will return 
i enough to repay tne entire investment.
